ANNAPOLIS, Md., April 20.—Lieuten- 
ant John Danenhower, the Arctic ex- 
plorer, shot and killed himself at the 
naval academy this morning. 
He had 
mental trouble after he came back from 
the Arctic region. 


Lieut. J no. W. Danenhower|waB found 
lying on his rug in front of his fireplace 
with a tag tied to his butcon hole, say- 
ing: 
"Send to my brother at Washing- 
ton." 
Although he has had mental 
troubles since he returned from the 
Arctic regions, what immediately led to 
suicide is thought to have been the re- 
cent grounding of the Constellation, on 
her way to Norfolk, of which he had 
charge and for which it is supposed he 
had a fear of being court martialed.

New High License Bill for New York. 


ALBANY, April 20.—In the senate yes- 
terday a high license bill was introduced. 
It is intended to cover the objections 
raised by Governor Hill in his recent 
veto of the Crosby bill.* It divides all 
saloons into two classes, the first class 
comprising places where all kinds of 
liquors are sold, and the second where 
malt liquors, wines and cider are sold. 
The rates established are as follows: 
New York and Brooklyn, first class, 3500; 
second class, $100. 
Buffalo, first class, 
300; second class, $60. 
All other por- 
tions of the state, first class, $160; sec- 
ond class, $30. 


Death of a Great Financier. 


MILWAUKEE, 
^ pril 
20.^—Alexander 
Mitchell, preaidenf of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. fV,uI railway, died Mon- 
day in a New York hotel, from pneu- 
monia. 
He was born in Scotland in 
1817, and was invited to Milwaukee in 
1839 as secretary of the Wisconsin Ma- 
rine and l ^ e Insurance company. 
In 
1863 he was elected president of the 
Milwaukee and St, Paul road, and in 
1869 he was also placed at the head of 
the Northwestern road. He served two 
terms in congress, and declined a nomi- 
nation for governor of Wiscoosin. 
In 
1841 he was married to Martha Beed, 
daughter of a pioneer of Milwaukee. 
His only son, John L. Mitchell, is now 
forty-four years of age. 
The deceased 
leaves a fortune estimated at $20,000,- 
000 or more. 
To dissipate idle rumors 
regarding the presidency of the St Paul 
road, it may be stated that P. D. Ar- 
mour would under no circumstances ac- 
cept it. 


DEATET^OINGS. 


Dr. H. C. McDowell Dies at Areola 
this Morning—Dan Starke Sud- 
denly Summoned. 


Dr. H. C. McDowell died this morn- 
ing at his home in Areola, aged forty- 
five years. 
The doctor was stricken 
with lung fever some three weeks ago 
and failed rapidly, notwithstanding the 
best medical skill administered to relieve 
his ills. 


His death has been anticipated for 
week and his wife and neighbors were at 
his bedside when death peacefully sum- 
moned him into eternity, this morning, 
at 10 o'clock. 


Dr. McDowell had his faults and he 
erred, but his good traits, his generosity 
and ^his kindness to the sick, suffer- 
ing and poor people of Lake and adjoin- 
ing townships cover a multitude of sins 
as well as his imperfections and bury 
them forever, leaving but the friend- 
ships of a big hearted, wholesouled man 
to engage the attention of people who 
knew him in life. 


Hiram Chester McDowell waa born at 
Light Street, Columbia county, Penn., 
on the 7th of December, 1841. 
In the 
autumn of 1853 he removed to Picker- 
ington, Columbiana county, Ohio, where, 
at the age of twelve years, he com- 
menced the study of medicine under Dr. 
Valentine. 


His sojourn at this point, however, 
was of two years' duration only. Moved 
again in 1855 to Hancock county. Ohio, 
where he renewed the study of medicine 
under the tuition of Dr. D. W. Oap. 
Continuing his medical studies here till 
1861, he enlisted in the Fifty-seventh 
Begimf'nt Ohio Volunteer infantry. 


Serving but a short time, he was pro 
moted to orderly sergeant, and, still 
holding the same rank, at the battle of 
Shiloh had command of his company, at 
the extreme left of his regiment. 
Gen. 
A. V. Bice, late democratic candidate 
for lieutenant governor of Ohio, was 
then lieutenant colonel, commanding the 
regiment. 
In 1863;he settled at- Com 
merce, Scott county, Mo., where he 
acted as scout under Capt. James Camp- 
bell, of the Missouri state militia. Here, 
too, he again pursued the study of medi- 
eine with Dr. H. P. Lynch. 
From here 
he went to Philadelphia, Pa., where, on 
the 27th of April, 1866, he was honored 
with the degree of doctor of medicine. 


He then returned to Hancock county, 
Ohio, there to remain with his old 
medical preceptor until the following 
October. 


Then entering the Cleveland Medical 
college he continued there until the 
close of the session, in March, 1867. 
Now followed a tour through the west- 
ern states, returning again to Hancock 
county, Ohio, in 1868. 


During the same year, on the 19th of 
November, at the place last mentioned, 
he married Miss Annie Strattc«, and, on 
April 1, 1870, they removed to Indiana, 
taking up their residence at Areola, of 
this county, where he has since prac- 
ticed his chosen profession. 


Sic years ago the doctor served in the 
lower house of the Indiana legislature 
and did honor to himself in the assembly 
deliberations. 


DAK STABE DEAD. 


Dan Stark is well known in this city. 
For a long time he served patrons of the 
Occidental, and later was at the Bank 
saloon. 
For a year past he has been 
time keeper for Boltz k Derheimer on 
the dredge at work in Eel 
river. 
The 
task hastened consumption on him, but 
no immediate danger was anticipated. 
He came into town last Saturday and 
stopped with Fred C. Boltz, to whose 
wife he was related. 
He waa around 
Sunday, and even yesterday 
nothing 
unusual was noted about him. 
Last 
night at 1 o'clock he was siezed with gal- 
loping consumption and died before 
medical aid could avail to stay the dis- 
ease. 


His relatives live in New York state 
and they will be notified by telegraph. 
His funeral occurs to-morrow aftornoon 
at 2 o'clock, from the residence of Mr, 
Boltz, No. 87 North Cass street.
